An Act Sespeoting J^diauB- 

Tho Dominion Pftrliament passed nn 
Act during the aesaion just ondod, entitl- 
ed "An Act to amend cortain Laws ro- 
spccting Indians, and to extend certain 
Laws relating to matters connected with 
Indians to the Provinces of Mimitobn and 
13ritisli Columbia." As will bo inferred, 
this Act roi)eal3 and takes the ijlaco of all 
enactments and laws tlioroforo in force in 
the said Province^ in so far as tlio same 
are inconsistent with or making any pro- 
vision in any matter provided for this 
Act; and it expressly repeals tlio second, 
third, and sovonlh sections of ^Ordinance 
No, 85 of the Eovised Statutes of liritiah 
Columbia. It will at once be scon that it 
is important the provisions of this Act 
should bo known and understood, inas- 
much as it is at this moment the law of 
the land; wo shall, therefore, proceed to 
lay before the readers of this journal a 
eynopsis of its principal enactments: 

- Section 3, subsection 1, provides that 
whoever sells, exchanges with, barters, 
Bupplies or gives to any Indian man, -wo- 
man or child, any kind of intoxicating li- 
quor, or cause* or procures the same to 
be done, or couivcs or' attanipts thereat, 
or opens or keojis, or causes to bo open- 
ed or keen on any land sot apart or roser- 
yed for Indians, a tavern, house or build- 
ing where intaxicating liquor is sold, bar- 
tered, exchanged, or given, or is found in 

Eosaession of intoxicating liquor in the 
ouBO, tout, wigwam, or place of abode of 
any Indian, shall on conviction thereof, 
before any Justice of the Pence upon the 
evidence of one credible witness other 
thcin the informer or nroa&outor, nr auy 
Indian witness be liable to imprisonment 
for a period not exceeding two years, and 
be fined not more than five hundred dol- 
lars, one moiety to go to tho informer or 
prosecutor, and tho other moioty to Her 
■ Majesty, to form part of the fund for the 
benefit of that tribe or body of Indians 
with respeot to one or more members of 
which the ofifence was committed; and the 
commander or person in charge of any 
steamer or other vessel, or boat, from or 
on Ijoard of which any intoxicating li- 
qnor sbRll have been sold, burluruu, ux- 
olianged,supplied or givtu to any Indian 
man, woman or child, shall be liable, on 
conviction thereof before any Justice of 
the Peaoe.upon the evidence of one cre- 
dible witness other than the informer or 
prosecutor, or any Indian witness, to be 
fined not exceeding five hundred dollars 
fore»ch said offence, tho moieties thereof 
to be applicable as hereinbefore mention- 
ed, and in default of immediate payment 
of such fine any person so fined may bo 
committed to any common goal, house of 
correction, lock-up, or other jjlaco of con- 
finement by tho Justice of the Peace be- 
fore whom the conviction shall take place 
for.a period of not more than twelve 
mohths,or until such flue shall bo paid; 
and in all ca.«.es arising under this Sec- 
tion, Indians sh.-ill be compotont witness- 
es; but no penalty shall be increased in 
case of sickness where any intoxicating 
liquor is made use of undor the sanction 
of any medical man or under the direc- 
tions of a -minister of religion. Sub-sec- 
tions two and three provide for tho sum- 
mary seizure and destruction of any li- 
quors or vessels from whieli liquors have 
been supplied, and subject tlio jjc-rson in 
whoso possossion the sarao shall be I'oiuid 
to a penalty not exceeding one hundred 
dollars, and in default, to imprisonment 

- not exoeeding six montlis; when it shall 
be proved liefore any Judge, Stipendiary 
Magistrate or Justice of jtho Peace that 
any vessel, boat, canoe or conveyance of 
any description upon tho sea or sea 
coast, or upon any river, lake or 
stream in Canada, is eiuijloyod in 
carrying intoxicating liquor, to bo sup- 
plied to any Indian or Indians. Such 
vessel, boat, canoe or conveyance so em- 
ployed may bo seized and declared for- 
feited, and sold, and thoprocuods thereof 
paid to Her Majesty for tho pur^josos 
nereinbefore mentioned. 

Sub-section four provides for the arrest 
and imprisonment of Indians found 
drunk, and for extended imprisonment 
for refusal to declare how, Avhoro, and 
from whom tho liquor was obtained. 

Sub-section five defines the words "in- 
toxicating liquor" to mean and include 
all kinds and forms of iutoxijating drink 
of any kind whatever. Sub section six 
provides that no proceedings shall be in- 
valid on account of any informality, so 
long as the same is according to the true 
moaning of the Act, 

Section three relates to the dispo.sal of 
real property by Indians, and providoH 
that no transaction shall bp valid without 
the written consent of tho Indian Agent, 
and shall subject tho party to fine or im- 
prisonment. 

Sections four and five provide for In- 
diana giving ovidonce by solemn affirma- 
tion in any Court, altliougli they may bo 
ignorant of God and have no clear belief 
in a ftiture state of rewards and punish- 
ments; sucli evidence to be reduced to 
writing, signed by tliemark of tho person 
giving it, and verified by tlio siynutuie of 
tho interpreter and of tho Judge or Jlng- 
istrato. 

Sections six, seven, and eight regulate 
the details of Indian evidence. Tho re- 
maining clauses are of,little interest, be- 
ing chiefly of a technical and subordinate 
ohsraotBrji and reciting Acts and portions 
of Acts apnlifablo to tlio two Provinces.

Tho personrf thus favoured by be- 
ing (habitually emidoyed on Government 
work carefully witlihold from public 
competitiou aro chiefiy conspicuous as 
political "toutors" and "cappers" for tho 
Govornmeut. Indeed, there is reason 
to bclicvo that still more intimate busi- 
ness relationships exi^t between the bead 
of the Department under which they are 
coustantly obtaining proferertial employ- 
ment and tho men themselves,— iu other 
words, that the Chief Co-aimissionor has 
motives oven stronger to a man like him 
than political considerations for indulg- 
ing in tliis most reiirehonaible practioo. 
Lot the people stamp out this bare-faced 
jobbery, and insist upon all public work 
being given out openly and above-board 
to the lowest bidder capable of doing jus- 
tice to the State, Surely Ministers aro 
sulficiontly well paid for what trifling and 
very questionable services thoy render, 
without being permitted to enjoy casual 
olandoatine advantages. of. such' pernio;

Mackeuais to commence tho couBtruction 
of the rood '^n the Island at onco, 
and spend not less than $1,500,000 a year 
on tho Mninlaud, in addition, and not 
press for a relaxation of the Terms; and 
that Mr. Mackenzie had stated in reply 
that ho would bo prepared to favorably 
eutertaiu tho proposition.

A BoiiD EOBBERT. — Ahout one week 
ago, two men styling themselves W. H. 
Smith and Charles Johnson, came from 
Victoria, and took lodgings at the Globe 
Hotel. Yesterday morning Smith made 
complaint to tho landlord, and suhse- 
qnontly to tho Chief of Police that ho had 
boon robbed during Monday night. When 
the landlord went to wake Smith up, ho 
found hia bedroom door ajar, when it 
should havo been closed vud locked. 
Smith feigned groat surprise at this cir- 
cumstance, and on examining his trow- 
serspockets, ho declared that somo per- 
son had stolon a sum of money from him. 
A strong twine string was found tied to 
one of the pauta' legs, which were under 
Smith's head. This string led across tho 
bed out at the window, along tho hall, 
through another window out on the roof 
of a shed, and down to the ground in tho 
backyard. It at onco struck tho land- 
lord tliat Smith's Btory,and also tho twine 
y«j«,'!r$ro "too thin," .and the, two; com- 
bined turned siispiciona towards him. 
About this tima another man who was 
stopping at the same hotel named Leon- 
ard Kurardtoa made coinp'oint' that ho 
had also lost oonsidorahle money during 
the night. Kurardten claimed that dur- 
ing Monday night his bedroom was invad- 
ed by some person or persons, and that 
six twenty dollar gold pieces, five ten dol- 
lar pieces, and a small supa in silver 
had been abstracted from hia pockets. 
There being Boveral suspicious circum- 
stances pointing towards Smith, ho was 
arrested, aud also his friend and associate 
Johnson. When Smith was examined 
hia pockets were found to contain eight 
twenties, live tens, and a small amount of 
silver. It may bo that Smith and John- 
son are innocent, and that they are vic- 
tims of a eouspiraoy; but appearances in- 
dicate strongly that they are guilty. 
Smith's liaBte to declare that ho was rob- 
bed, and tho twiuo string tied tohistrow- 
sers in the manner above mentioned, all, 
no doubt, intended to divert suspicion 
from tho right parties, ffivos a coloring of 
guilt, and proves a swift witness agiunst 
him. However, we may bo incorioot.and 
chporfuUy give these parties tho benefit of 
every doubt. Thsy aro'both in jail, and 
the case will oon»a up for examination in 
the Police Court tbia morning.— Por//ond 
Oregonian.

A writer in the New York "Daily 
Graphic,' who himself "Jeremiah" 
makes the foUoing startling pro- 
phecy. 

"I warned the people through your 
columns some weeks ago that financial 
panic and failure of tho crops were sure 
to come to pass before tho end of the 
prasont year. And now make the 
further prophecy that pestilence and 
vast and terrible convulsions of nature 
axe at hand. 

"It is given to me to see tho.se 
things clearly; but I fear tho people 
will not believe in them till they have 
actually arrived. And jet how can 
they fail to read the signs of the times? 
Look at the great temperance revival 
swooping over the country.

We 
see the same thing intensilied iu North 
Carolina, in the region where the 
earthquake is shaking tho country.

The 
earthquake is closely at hand, niul it 
will surpass that which terrilied the 
people in 1779. The breaking out of a 
volcano in North Carolina may pos- 
sibly avert to somo extent the ruin 
that is otherwise impending, but 
nevertheless, our whole Atlantic sea- 
board is to bo sliaken to its fouiulation, 
and Now York City is to be destroyed, 
either by tho earthquake or the equally 
terrible tidal wave.

It 
is coming, and nS precaution of 
quarantine will bo able to fday its 
maroh.
